Philadelphia, Feb. 21— C3>)— *

the doors!" A crowded bus squeal- 
ed to a atop.

For Philadelphia's commuting 
millions, 
those 
were welcome 
sounds today. The city's 10-day 
transit strike was over. 
The Philadelphia Transportation 
Company's rolling 
stock 
began 
moving last night a few hours af- 
ter rank and file CIO unionists 
roared approval of the pay raise 
that ended their walkout. 
Although the transit tie-up was 
ended, the nation's third largest 
city will not soon forget the 
"Strike of '49," which cost busi- 
ness and industry an' estimated 
$70,000,000. 
It forced the 8,200,000 daily 
PTC riders to scramble into the 
city by their own resources. 
Sardine-can tight suburban trains 
lugged some. Many walked. Thou- 
sands hitch-hiked. 
And when the strike came to 
its stormy end last night, Fhila- 
delphians could look back on two 
noisy mass rallies, one of which 
broke up in a near-riot. 
The strike cost each union man 
some 111 a day. Each gained 64 
cent*. Previously workers aver- 
aged 11.85 an hour. They now 
make $1.43. 
PTC announced a loss of about 
$350,000. 
The company says it 
has to increase fares to keep from 
going bankrupt. PTC already has 
raised its fares twice in the last 
three years. 
The city's millions had on-the- 
•cenes reports of what went on at 
the transit workers mass rallies. 
Mobile radio station units moved 
'into Town Hall and let the union 
speak for itself. 
The first rally got under way 
shortly before midnight Saturday 
and broke up after 2 a. m. yester- 
day.International President Michael 
J. Quill, called that rally a "house 
party." He said the meeting was 
"no credit to the Transport Work- 
ewi'-'Uhlon of Philadelphia. 
' H« summoned the workers to 
another mass rally. 
That one started at 2 p. m. 
An hour earlier, the union's exec- 
utive board rejected the agreement 
and directed the rank and file to 
continue on strike.

President 
Robert 
High argued 
against It. 


Then Mike Quill took over. 
In a silvery voice heavy with an 
Irish brogue. Quill exhorted the 
workers to accept the agreement. 
A dead silence feE over the group. 
"I don't like this contract," 
Quill barked, "but sometimes you 
have' to take half a loaf or less 
to make an advance. 
, Go back to work. Go back to- 
day. Maintain union 
solidarity. 
Don't split the union down the 
middle. That's what the company 
wants." 
He called for a vote. All but 25 
men stampeded to their feet and

Pope Says Imprisonment Of 
Mindszenty Is Persecution 


Vatican City, Feb. 21—(-S1)—Pope Pius Xn told 250,000 cheering 
Italians yesterday the imprisonment of Josef Cardinal Mindszenty in 
Communist-ruled Hungary was religious "persecution" by a "totali- 
tarian and anti-religious" government. 


The pontiff made his fifth public condemnation of the cardinal's 
sentence to a huge crowd gathered in the square In front of St. Peter's 
church. 
He ninted strongly that the Hungarian government, by 
some 
secret means, had -wrung 
Cardinal Mindszenty a confession 
of crimes of which the primate 
was Innocent. 
His holiness clearly warned In 
his fifteen-minute address that the 
peoples of 
Communist-dominated 


countries should shun any agree- 
ment between church and state 
which might limit the activity of 
the Roman Catholic Church. 
Fervent cheers followed virtu- 
ally every sentence. 
The crowd in the, square was a 
cross-section of the population. - 
Standing in the brilliant sun- 
shine were priests and nuns, sold- 
iers and sailors, society figures 
and shabby women carrying bab- 
ies.Children ran through, the crowd 
and hawkers sold 
refreshments, 
balloons and other knick-knacks. 
The Pope spoke following 
an 


open-air mass. 
The throng roared their approv- 
al when he asserted that the Pope 
could not remain silent when the 
church's affiliates were torn from 
her with "violence and cunning;" 
when parents could not educate 
their children as they liked; when 
states interfered In 
ecclesiastical 
organization and priests' were pun- 
ished for not violating the secrecy 
of the confessional. 
Such protests, he asserted, are 
not "illegitimate Interference" in 
the political powers of the state. 
"Modern persecutors," 
he said, 
surpass the 
torturers 
of the 
Christian martyrs In the days of 
Nero, by "using the most recent 
advances of science" to shame 
their 
victims 
after physically 


crushing them.

abroad—now 
spread out all over the government 
—should be concentrated squarely 
in President Truman's hands. 
While some of the group's sug- 
gestions were directed to Con- 
gress, most were aimed straight at 
the State Department. That ag- 
ency, the commission declared, ha» 
fallen to "low esteem" with the 
lav/makers, the press, the public 
and many of its own officials. 
The main reason for this, the 
report said, Is the department's 
postwar work overload. 
The 12-man bi-partisan commis- 
sion on government organization is 
headed by former President Her- 
bert Hoover. As vice chairman, 
Secretary of State Acheson helped 
draft the recommendations for Im- 
proving the department he cam* 
to head. 
Those proposals Included: 
1. Letting the department drop 
such operating functions as hand- 
ling1 passport 
visas, munitions 
control, aviation and shipping,' so 
it can concentrate on policy mat- 
ters. 


2. Providing the secretary with. 
a larger top-level staff to help lift 
the "intolerable

should be two new deputy under- 
secretaries, eight assistant secre- 
taries instead of six, and m general 
reshuffling of functions, the re- 
port said. 
3. Building up a team of expert 
negotiators to represent the United

Jessup as a special ambassador. 
The top officials, the commission 
said, "are needed In Washington." 
4. Gradual merging of the for- 
eign service and regular state de- 
partment . establishment 
Into a 
single foreign affairs service, with. 
all employes obligated to servei 
either at home or overseas. 
5. Giving such responsibility to 
ambassadors and ministers abroad 
that

representa-

AMA'S HEALTH PROGRAM 


The 12-point national health program of the American 


M«licAl Association i» a far cry from the position which 
that organization held for BO long. For years It hat ex- 
pended much time and effort in a determined negative 
stand on any sort of "socialized medicine." But the AMA 
has evidently taken note of public sentiment and concluded 
that the status quo, whatever itt merits, can no longer be 
preferred. 


So the association has come out for such revolutionary 


(for them) measures as a Cabinet department of health, a 
national foundation for medical research, greater emphasis 
on industrial medicine, voluntary health insurance, rural 
aealth centers, mental hygiene, health education, and so on. 


In contrast to this retreat from a fixed position we have 


&e testimony of AFL President William Green on a new 
.abor relations law. Mr. Green has never budged from his 
jppoattion to the Taft-Hartley Act or admitted that it was 
ever anything but totally evil, from first word to last. He 
aas never, to our knowledge, admitted that union leaders 
bav« ever indulged in any excesses of power or privilege. 
H« has never admitted that any regulation of union activ- 
ity was desirable or necessary. 


Perhaps it's in the nature of their profession, but it 


seems to us that the members of organized medicine have 
felt the public pulse more accurately than tha members of 
organised labor. Ther« was » time when it seemed that 
no group could b« more adamant than the officers of the 
AMA. But, whether or not their program is either what 
the people want or what Congress will pass, it can be said 
:hat they have teen tha light. 


The task of Congress would be easier and our industrial 


:uture would be brighter if men like Mr. Green could have 
a similar revelation. It is obvious that AMA realized at 
length that the public has quite as much at stake in na- 
tional health legislation as the medical profession does. 
W« hope that Mr. Green and others of like mind will also 
come to believe that a labor law is not simply a grant of 
privilege to the unions but a code of regulations that affects 
consumer and employer as well as the worker. 


ITS AS SIMPLE AS THIS! 


E. B. I^asher, -well known poultry raiser on the Warren- 


Jamestown road, near Russell, calls our attention to the fo- 
lowing interesting item that appeared recently in "IBCA 
News," official organ of the International Baby Chick As- 
sociation which should be read with interest by every 
citizen interested in helping the government to avoid a $38 
million headache: 


No one in the poultry industry relishes a condition 


which makes it necessary for the government to support 
the egg market. It can be avoided. 


Last year the government bought 2.8 million cases of 


eggs in its price-supporting operations. That's only 7 eggs 
per person! If each person had just eaten seven more eggs 
sometime during the 366 days of 1948, the government 
wouldn't have had to enter the market. 


The cost to each individual for those 7 eggs was 26.6 


cents. The 143 million persons residing in this country 
paid for the eggs but they didn't eat them. 


It looks like the government will have to drain off about 


the same number of eggs per person this year. How can 
we convince the public that it can avoid the S38 million 
expense by an egg mupport program simply by eating 7 
more eggs per person in 1949. 


Whipping the surplus problem is as simple as that! 


WORTHY OBJECTIVE 


In the day's mail comes a pamphlet from Swift & 


Company, well known packing firm, presenting the report 
of John Holmes, company president, to the shareholders. 
Admitting that 4,000 meat packers are actively competing 
for th« favor of the American housewife, he declares any 
successful business must be guided by sound principles. 


Brieflly stated, he sums them up as follows: 
Deal honorably with all people.

Experts From All Over Give 


Scions Economic Short Course

VY/"ASHINGTON—(NEA)—Leon Keyserling, vice chairman of the 


President's Council of Economic Advisers, has begun what amounts 


to a short course for Congress on the economic facts of life. 


It Isn't such a short course at that. 
Before Sen. Joseph C. 


O'Mahoney's Joint Congressional Committee of seven representatives 
and sevrn senators get through with its hearings, it will have heard 
six c- | 2t officers, three heads of agencies on banking, housing and 
social *.=unty, and 15 economists and executives from private busi- 
ness. If the lawmakers aren't completely confused by all this expert 
testimony, then they should have some better idea oi what the Presi- 
dent's iong-winded and involved Economic Report to Congress was 
all about, and what they are expected to do about it. 
Also, they 


should better be able to appraise economic changes in the past six 
weeks. 


It is very easy to misinterpret these developments, Keyserling told 


the congressmen in his opening two-hour lecture. 
For instance, to 


report that unemployment increased 700,000 from December to Janu- 
ary is an accurate statement of fact. But it ignores the interpretive 
facts that unemployment is no higher than it was last February and 
that employment is higher than at any time before. 
ANOTHER mistake, said Keyserling, is to think that the recent 


leveling off or decline in some prices has been a general deflation- 


ary decline. It is true that some prices have softened. In the last 
two months the cost of living has dropped two points from its all- 
time high. But it is still 74 per cent above 1939 levels. And there's 
no assurance it won't go up again. 


Also, other prices are continuing to advance. Some prices reached 


all-time peaks in January. Rents are still creeping upward. Average 
wholesale prices, other than food ancl iSrin products, are nc~>v at ^c£r 
peaks. All major industrial items except textiles are up. 


What it all adds up to, says Keyserling, Is that the economy is in a 


mixed situation. It needs selective anti-inflationary controls and it 
needs some anti-deflationary measures. 


The general economic outlook is bright It can be kept bright 'f 
there is some affirmative action now. The situation would be still 
brighter today if there had been some of this affirmative action a year 
or more ago. If nothing is done now, the situation can decline. 
"I^EYSERLING gave six areas of maladjustment needing attention: 
•*^ 1. The cost of living is still higher than at the beginning of last 
year. From a fourth to a fifth of all U. S. families do not have suffi- 
cient income to maintain an adequate standard of living. 


2. The relationship between farm and industrial prices is out of 


joint. Since 1946 wholesale farm prices have risen 22 per cent, indus- 
trial prices 45 per cent. The problem is to bring down the*cost of 
living without driving farm income further downward. 


3. The price of metals and metal products has increased nearly 


25 per cent since 1947 and was up 2A per cent December to January. 
The result has been reflected in such developments as decline of 
residential construction in 1948. 


4. Consumer expenditures have dropped. Correspondingly, com- 


pensation for employes has dropped from 66 per cent of the national 
income in 1939 to 61 per cent in 1948, while business and professional 
income have risen. 


5. Corporate profits have been running higher than needed to 


maintain business expansion investment. Corporate dividends,-how- 
ever, were only 36 per cent of profits after taxes in 1948, compared 
with 49 per cent in 1929 and 76 per cent in 1939.

More Natural 
Gas Assured 
This District 


Corry Journal: Assurance of 
more natural gras for the Corry 
district was given with the an- 
nouncement from Washington, D. 
C., that the Federal Power Com- 
mission has authorized the Texas 
Transmission Corp. to increase de- 
livery to the Pennsylvania Gas 
Company and the United Natural 
Gas Company of Oil City. 


In the ETC order, the transmis- 
sion corporation was granted per- 
mission to Increase the delivery 
capacity of the Big and Little Inch 
pipelines by 75,000,000 cubic feet 
daily. Of this total the PGC and 
United and the Iroquois Gas Corp. 
will share 15,000,000 cubic feet per 
day. 


The commission also directed 
that the gas be sold to 10 other 
companies for resale to consumers 


in Missouri, Indiana, Ohio, New 
York and New Jersey. 
Fortunately, because of th« «x- 
ceptionally mild winter the PGC 
has not experienced any severe gas 
shortage this year. 


The additional fuel will be allo- 
cated to the 12 companies on the 
basis of need, determined by past 
experience In supplying natural 
fuel.
